Tips on applying for state
“Cal-Vet” and federal “GI”
loans were passed along to vet-
erans in this area today by
Veterans Service Officer Bes-
sie Slonecker, whose office is
at 1622 Gramercy Ave.

Emphasis was placed on the
importance of a veteran's fil-
ing for a Cal-Vet home 1oan be-
fore he acquires any financial
interest in the property. Once
he has established his eligibil-
ity, and filed a loan priority
card, according to the officer,
he may acquire an:interest in
the home or arrange tempor-
ary mortgage financing. ,

“However,” she warned, “if
he does this before filing a
priority card, his application
will be in the ‘refinancing’ cat-
egory and Cal-Vet loans for re-

Sancing are not permitted.”

V" CAL-VET loans are granted
up to $15,000 for a home and
up to $40,000 for a farm, she
stated. The home may not ex-
ceed a market value of $25,
0000, but there is no limit on
farm value, it was pointed out,
